Teamsters Admit Defeat 

For the Teamsteia, the recent recognition of

money in the scandal -ridden Central States Pension 
Fund also led last week to the resignation of 
Fitzsimmons and vice-president Roy Williams from 
the fund’s board of directors. 

The Teamster pull-out from the fields actually 
began two months ago as negotiations with the UFW 
continued behind the scenes. The final agreement, 
in fact, was apjiarently reached by the Teamster 
leadership over the strenuous objections of some 
local organizers, some of whom have promised to 
continue their anti-UFW activity, 

UFW VsffrGrw-ers 

Now, however, the fight largely returns to a 
more clear-cut battle between one workers* organi- 
zation and the various growers, without the Teamsters 
around to muddy the waters, -Some growers are al- 
ready turning to the so-called "third alternative" 

-- various forms of company unions that have often 
sprung up to oppose the UFW, Such a company union 
has already triumphed in one Election before the 
state Agricultural Labor Relations Board, 

In two recent cases, the ALRB ruled that such 
company unions are not legitimate and can’t appear 
on the ballot. However, such rulings are hard-won 
and in general the UFW must pressure the ALRB to 
enforce the legislation governing California’s 
farm workers. 

Farm workers have initiated a series of sit- 
ins and occupations of ALRB offices around the 
state in an effort to force tougher enforcement 
of the election law. This includes forcing the ALRB 
to apply pressure on growers at UFW-won ranches 
to sign contracts. Twenty thousand farm workers are 
currently in such a position. The largest sit-in, 
at the El Centro office near the U,S, -Mexico border, 
resulted in the arrest of 27 UFW members. 

The signing of the jurisdictional agreement 
marks the beginning of a new stage in the decades- 
old conflict between workers and growers in Cali- 
fornia agribusiness. Although the survival of the 
UFW has often seemed in doubt to many outside the 
arena of the conflict, it has never been in doubt 
to the workers and organizers in the middle of it. 

It is in this sense that the long-awaited 
victory over the Teamsters is a cause for great 
celebration. But on the other hand, it is a moment 
to pause, regroup, and face the enormous tasks 
ahead of continuing the organizing of the 1,500,000 
unorganized farm workers in the country, many of 
them beset by the misery of migrant life,

REPORT DISCLOSES CORPORATE OVERSEAS BRIBES 
OF OVER $300 MILLION 

NEW YORK CLNS) —Lockheed, Mobil, B,Fo Goodrich 
-- so many corporations have admitted to overseas 
bribery in the last year that it's been hard to 
keep them alx straight. But the Council on Economic 
Priorities has kept tabs, and reports that a total 
of 175 American corporations have disclosed making 
more than $300 million in "questionable payments" 
and outxighr bribes in the last six years. 

According to "The Invisible Hand; Questionable 
Corporate Payments Overseas," 117 of the 175 com- 
panies disclosing information to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission (SEC) rank in the Fortune 
500. This is the business magazine -s list of the 
largest U.S, corporations. And only 15 of the com- 
panies had sales under $100 million in 1976, 

Authors Gordon Adams and Shem Zann Rosenthal 
stress that "disclosures to the SEC only tell part 
of the bribery srery," No one yet knows how many 
companies have not reported their questionable 
"grease" as the payments are affectionately called 
in the trade. Because of weak SEC guidelines, com- 
pany di sc ic seres are voluntary and "it is virtually 
impossible to determine exactly where, to whom 
and for what purpose these payments were made,," 
says the Council on Economic Priorities report,

LUNG Cancer death increase tied to pollution in ohio 

NEW YORK (LNSj-’Lung car,cer deaths in north- 
east Ohio doubled between 1957 and 1974, and accord- 
ing to recent figures issued by the Cancer Centex, 
Inc,; there is strong reason to point to industrial 
pollution as the major cause. 

The Enviicnmentai Protection Agency reported 
in i975 that Cleveland had the filthiest air of 
any major city in the midwest. And the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer reported in early 1977 that local in- 
dustry was not complying with the Federal Clean 
Air Act, 

Typical of Cleveland industry's attitude toward 
pollution is Republic Steel Corporation which built 
a 5l-oven coke battery in 1976 without bothering 
to obtain city and state permits which would have 
required installation of pollution controls. Citi- 
zens groups have had to go to court to demand that 
Republic obey the law. 

Last December, while the giant steel corpora- 
tion was claiming it couldn't afford the anti- 
pollution equipment, spokespeople for the corpora- 
tion admitted paying more than $230,000 in bribes 
to foreign government officials through its sub- 
sidiaries ,

THOUSANDS. OF LETTERS HIT "FEMININE HYGIENE" ADS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The National Advertising Division 
has been swamped with letters — over 4,700 — since 
"Dear Abby" suggested in her advice- column that 
people send In their complaints about "feminine hygiene 
lY adveitlaingv 

Advertising Age reports that this is a record 
number of complaints on a single subject sent to 
the ad complainc center of the Council of Better 
Business Bureaus. 

Feminine hygiene products have been big time 
advertising since 1970. Profits hit an estimated 
$53 million in 1971, and today a reported 24 million 
women use vaginal deodorants. Most complaints 
questioned the propriety of TV advertising of the 
"gyna-cosmetic which the ads call "a *now* solution 
to that age-old female problem," 

Safety was another Issue. When the spray first 
surfa.ed, Ihe Food and Drug Administration (FDA) 
classified it as a cosmetic and therefore extensive 
testing for safety was not required. Questions were 
lirst raised in November, 1970 when a Montreal gyne- 
cologist reported in the Journal of Obstretics and 
Gynecology that he had treated about 20 to 25 patients 
with Itching and buraing in the vulva area. All had 
used the sprays daily. 

As the irritation reports increased, the FDA began 
CO iOA.k inn the matter and pinpointed hexachlorophene 
as the cause That chemical was eventually eliminated 
from vaginal sprays, but the sprays are still on the 
market and still causing irritation. 

"Some women spray these deodorants directly Inside 
the vuiva or on menstrual pads or tampons instead of 
rhe surfavie of the genital area," writes Carol Horos 
in her book Vagl*iJ.l Healths 

"Spraying ^ny -hemlcal on the vaginal areas 
fragile membranes can cause irritation and inflammation 
ot the \ulva< Swelling, itching or even allergic skin 
rea. lions are typical problems If a woman uses the 
spray beloie sexual intercourse, the chemicals may 
irritate the male genitals as well." 

"If undocumented reports that the propellant in 
the s>pray works well on roaches turn out to be true,'* 
continued Horos, "women might do better to aim it at 
Che kitAnen floor "

This writer spoke personally with Cambodians 
who were approached by UoS. agents seeking to re- 
cruit them into these armed bands during 1975.

Sakhon also offered a Very different version 
of the liberation of Phnom Penh than the RsoAbt^b 
D igesr article.

In addition, what the 
Diges'^ described as "looting," Sakhon described as 
the soldiers’ opening luxury shops and rice stores 
to the people 


Sakhon states that during the evacuation of 
the food-shor^ and disease-ridden capital, trucks 
distributed rice and medicine to the people and 
the people were fi'ee to join the cooperatives they 
passed or to move on. 

Many elements in Sakhon’s report are confirmed 
by European witnesses, including two French teachers, 
a French priest, and two Swiss medical workers. 

Their stories have been published in books and news- 
papers in France over the past year and a half. 


Life In Democratic Kampuchea 

Sakhon ga-e a detailed picture of life under 
the new government . He lived in a new poum or ■ 
commune of a thousand families, mostly former resi- 
dents of the towns in western Cambodia. Work for 
the commune was divided into five main fields--po- 
litical; economic, military, cultural and social, 
with the last comprising medical services and housing. 


Sakhom described an eight hour work schedule 
that began at 6 a,m. with breakfast in the co-op's 
dining hall, after which people headed for the rice 
fields or canal sites. Reservoirs and canals are 
vital to the present government's plans to' expand 
food production by growing rice during the dry sea- 
son , 
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Older people worked at handicraft production, 
and young children learned to read and write. Sakhon 
noted with approval that Cambodian has become the 
sole language of instruction . 

What happens to the rice produced by Cambodia's 
30,000 cooperatives? "When we got the harvest, the 
(production! group was the only one who made the 
decision, We divided it into three categories. One 
was to feed ourse i ves --the 1000 families. Another 
was to keep as a reserve for ceremonies or for new- 
comers, and another was for sale to the government 
or for exchange--to get a truck or soatething. 

"There was also the gift to the state, since 
the state provided us with food when we first came 
to settle there. When we had a surplus, we gave 
some to the state, but it was up to the people-- 
not one group, not one person--but to the whole 

AIt hough rice was strictly rationed after the 
war --with three million more mouths to fill, and a 
cut-off c£ whatever food the U„S. had been providing-- 
by 'he August September 1975 harvest "you could eat 
Mar ch Vs 'i9'"^7 more . . 7 
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rece — people said "O^K, Whac are we going to 
do to get the most money or to get treated better 
b> PA5NY?" But each time they were willing to 
give PaSNY a ohance, they found that they weren’t 
satisfied with how they were treated and it 
radicalized them a little more. 

A key thing happened to people. They began 
CO say "Uh uh No, we’re not going to run away: 

Damn i c , sooner or later you have to face it, so 
we might just as well face it here: 

For example, one woman who I met in court after 
the first attempt to block (construction) said to 
me, "look, five years ago I watched students, and 
what I considered radicals and hippies out marching 
in the streets protesting the war and things like that 
and 1 thought they were weird and crazy and re- 
bellious Whereas now," she said, "if it were 
five years ago I'd be out there marching with them. 

It's really Intense for the north country to 
see 1000 people out protesting. This is not New 
York City It’s basically a small dairy county — 
no teal tourist trade or heavy Industry, and It's 
very spread out St Lawrence County is the lar- 
gest county east of the Mississippi, but it has 
only 100 , 000 people . So It's created enormous 
difficulties when you're trying to organize actions 
and you have to travel seventy miles to talk to 
ycur t r lends . 

Just last week we had our first arrests in St: 
Lawrence County Three people were arrested for 
blocking construction and they face "trespass" 
charges, and one of them also faces "resisting arrest" 
charges because she went limp and the police had to 
walk through the mud and drag her out. 

DO THE " BUCK TEGS"' WCEK: 

Usually we stick to picketing. But if it's 
happening on one of our people’s land, generally 
it's that person who has decided they're not going 
to let the machinery in and they Just stand in front 
of It At that point there's a whole process of 
Serving an ^.nj unction and going out to get a 
sheriff — whi^h usually takes a whole day So if 
one person is willing to block, it delays them a 
fuj.1 day. 

The other thing is chat no matter how well we 
plan our a..tionb, people have ended up getting ar- 
rested who, when we left in the morning, did not 
plan to be What happens is you see this machinery — 
and It's like rape, what they’re doing to the land. 

It’s ver> violent and it's hard to control your- 
self and think rationally. 

It’s getting to the point now where we're 
cninking of other strategies that would perhaps be 
more effective But we dan'c call together a demon- 
stration like the Clamshell Alliance (where 2000 
people illegally occupied a nuclear power plant in 
Seabrook, New Hampshire) until we’ve done the ground- 
work This weekend, for Instance, we're running an 
energy fair in the Grange Hall, with music and litera- 
ture and movies. Because education is — beside from 
the court bat t ies and administrative proceedings — 
the key to mustering support and sympathy.

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ISRAELI CORPORATIONS LOOKING TO INVEST 
IN SOUTH AFRICA’S BANTUSTANS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Israeli corporations are anxious- 
ly looking towards South Africa’s bantustans as 
a possible location for Israeli industrial invest- 
ment . 

Although names of investors have not been men- 
tioned, The Star y a South African daily, reported’ 
"there appears to be a large amount of Israeli plas- 
tics industries interested" in bantustan investments. 

Bantustans are government designated areas of 
South Africa where most of the black population is 
required to live. They supply low paid migrant la- 
bor for the cities, while serving as areas for new 
industrial development . 

"A possible plan," The Star wrote in late Feb- 
ruary, "would be for Israeli manufacturers to uti- 
lize the low cost semi-skilled labor available in 
the Republic and then import the goods back to Israel, 
either completed, or with the necessary finishing 
being handled [in Israel) and then exported else- 
where, possibly to the European Economic Community 
with which Israel has excellent ties." 

In an effort to attract Israeli investment, 
two representatives of the South African Bantu In- 
vestment Corp. went to Israel in late February to 
meet with Israeli investors. According to The Star^ 
the two representatives placed an advertisement in 
local Israeli papers announcing that they could be 
consulted at the South African Embassy in Tel Aviv, 
and "the telephone did not cease ringing from the 
moment the notice appeared." 

Israel may also be investing in Transkei, a 
South African bantustan granted "independence" by 
the South Afiican regime last October. An agricul- 
tural delegation from Transkei, headed by its for- 
mer agricultural minister, visited Israel in mid-Sep- 
tember. They conferred with Israeli Agricultural 
Minister Aharon Uzan and toured agricultural devel- 
opments in Israel. The Transkei delegation "was 
seeking agricultural aid from Israel, but no agree- 
ment was signed," according to Israeli radio. 

Any Israeli deals with Transkei or bantustans 
aie a violation of a United Nations resolution passed 
last fall; which called on all members to "deny any 
form of recognition" and "refrain from any dealings 
with the so-called independent Transkei or other 
bantustans'.’ in South Africa. 

Israel has already been criticized in the U.N. 
for its large arms exports to the South African 
government in violation of the U.N. arms embargo 
to the regime.

We're afraid that women 
in mental institutions and women in prisons who don't 
fit the standard, accepted feminine behavior, who 
may become angry at the way they're treated, will 
just get shipped off." 

"I don't know how they define a violent woman," 
said Davis. "Because if I was taken out of my en- 
vironment and put into a different environment and 
told what to do and separated from my family and 
pushed around and screamed at and all, I might become 
violent . " 

"If I wasn't violent before I wenr in, 1 would 
be very soon," Austin elaborated- "The place Is 
really grotesque. Ac least 4 women are going to 
live in the same room. They'll have absolutely no 
privacy. Ihe only thing that's going to separate 
them is plastic modular furniture- And if these wo- 
men have such hard times adjusting with other people 
in society, how can they possibly live four in a 
room? "

However well-intentioned the proponents 
of the Worcester facility may be, there will always 
be the danger that psycho- aUi gcry , shock treatment 
and psychotropic drugs will be ostri," And this dan- 
ger will grow, the Coalition fears, as the initial 
public attention on the program wears off. 

The Intensive Care Unit for Emcticnally Dis- 
turbed Women also represents a distutbing and rela- 
tively unprecedented cooperation between th- secutity- 
minded Corrections Department and the guardians of 
mental health in Massachusetts. "You have people 
who are hired to be mental health counselors, and 
the ocher part of their responsibility is security 
at all costs, observed Austin "There's definitely 
a contradiction, and the whole concept is kind of 
scary . " 

The Coalition is calling on others who recog- 
nize the dangers of a center for "violent" women to 
exert pressure on Massachusetts public officials in 
an attempt to stop the project. "We realize a few 
women a year may need intensive emotional support,, 
or counseling," Coalition members have written. "But 
labelling a woman violent and removing her to a spe- 
cialized center will only cause a greater feeling of 
powerlessness and frustration- The philosophy that 
people who need emotional support will be helped at 
involuntary institutions Is contradicted by the his- 
tory of psychiatry."
